RECIPROCITY. 

The reciprocity features of the bill are as 
follows: 

That with a view to secure reciprocal trade with 
countries producing the following articles, and 
for this purpose, on and after the Ist day of July, 
1892, whenever, and so often as the president shall 
be satisfied that the government of any country 
producing and exporting sugars, molasses, coffee, 
fea, and hides, raw and uncured, or a of such 
articles, imposes duties or other exactions upon 
the agricultural or other products of the United 
States, which in view of the free introduction of 
such sugar, molasses, coffee, tea, and hides into 
the United States he may deem to be reciprocally 
unequal and unreasonable, he shall have the 
power and it shall be his duty to suspend, by 
proclamation to that effect, the provisions of this 
act relating to the free introduction of such sugar, 
molasses, coffee, tea, and hides, the production of 
such country, for such time as he shall deem just, 
and in such case ard ring such suspension 
duties shall be levied, collected,“ and paid upon 
sugar, molasses, coifee, tea, and hides, the pro- 
duct of or exported from such designated country 
as follows, namely: 

All sugare not above number thirteen Dutch 
standard in colorshall pay duty on their polaris- 
copic tests as follows, namely: 

lisugars not above number thirteen Dutch 
standard in color, all tank bottoms, sirups of cane

Sugar drainings and sugar sweepings shall be 
subject to duty either as molasses or Sugar, as 
the case may be, according to polariscopic test,

The bill provides for the repeal of the to- 
bacco tax after May 1, 1891. This is the tax 
on dealers in leaf tobacco, dealers in tobacco, 
cigars and tobacco. 
These dealers, however, must register with 
the collector of the district, as heretofore, 

The restrictions of all kinds upon growers of 
tobacco are also repealed. 

The bill also provides that on and after the 
ist day of January, 1391, the internal taxes on 
smoking and manufac tobacco shall be 
6 cents per pound, and on snuff 6 cents per

The bill is drawn up purely for the benefit 
of the manufacturers. and the men who fur- 
nish reptblican campaign money, while the 
southern farmer and northern laborer is made 
to pay more for nearly all the necessities of 
life and necessary effects than under the 
old law.

The First Shovelful of Di t Turned Up for 
the Great Tunnel. 

NIAGARA FA ts, N. Y., October 5.—Niagara 
rejoices today over the commencement of the 
tunnel which, by the development of the 
pow erit will bning wil! place her in a position 
to be rightly termed the Manchester of Amer- 
ica. The first sod was lifted at 10:42 o’clock 
by C. B. Gaskill, president of the Niagara 
Power Company, the implement used being a 
nickel-plated shovel. At 9:30 o’clock mem- 
bers of the Niagara Power Company met at 
the Cataract bank, and soon after entered car- | 
riages and went to the Cataract house, where 
they were joined by ofiicers of the Cataract 
Construction Company and others. 

Arrived at the shaft the officers left their 
carriages and proceeded to the head house. 
An inumense crowd of citizens thronged about 
the place. Around the site a rope had been 
stretched, and at 10:38 o’clock the ceremonies 
began. In the meantime theair was filled with 
shrill notes, whisiles of mills and clanging 
church bells. Two minutes Jater President 
Gaskill stepped forward, and under the 
huye timbers of the head house 
of shaft No. 1, made an _ excellent 
speech. At the conclusion of the speech the 
silver shovel was brought forth and at 10:42 
o'clock the first shovelful of earth was remo®- 
ed by President Gaskill. Immediately three 
rousing, cheers for the tunne] and President 
Gaskill went up from the multitude. This 
was followed by a very brief speech from E. D. 
Adams, president of the Cataract Construc- 
tionCompany.

THE EMPEROR AND THE SOCIALISTS: 


He Wasin Favor of the Continuance of the 
Law—Coniment of the German 
Press—Other Foreign News. 


“BERLIN; October 4.—[(Copyright, 1890, by New 
York Associated Press.)—The lapse of the anti- 
socialist laws bas led toa renewal of the discus- 
tion regarding Emperor William's attitude 
toward the socialist question. The “Cologne Ga- 
zette reports that the emperor and all his minis- 
tera, with the exception of Bismarck, desireda 
continuance of the special act, and were ready to 
accept a permanent act in the form offered by 
the national liberals,namely, without the power of 
expulsion, but Bismarck disagreed and the reich- 
stag was, in consequence, dissolved. The em- 
peror himself says The Gazetta would never voi- 
untarily have dispensed with the act. This state- 
ment is, in the main, correct, except that the 
kaiser was opposed to any modification of the 
laws, if retained. , 

At the same time he views the death of 
the laws without regret, confident, of his. ability 
to solve the social problem without them by 
means of remedial legislation,depriving the party 
of discontent of their most serious grievances.

Havin 
crossed the bar and reached the mouth o 
Port Royal sound, the seaman finds the sound 
at its entrance between Hilton Head and Ba 
Point 2) miles wide, with an average dept 
of about 50 feet. He goes up Broad river 
and enters the Colleton river. It 
tnust be understood that the 
Colleton isin no sense a river, but an arm of 
Port Royal Sound. No fresh water streams 
flow intoit. The usual depth of the channel 
is about forty feet and never less than thirty- 
five feet. The river isa mile wide opposite 
Victoria Bluff, where the city will be estab- 
lished. The trains of the Macon and Atlantic 
road will run up to tie sides of the streams at 
the dock. Victoria Bluff is high ground. 

It is on the main land, with all advantages 
which it is pessible to conceive: wide and 
direct entrance, great depth of channel, good 
anchorage, perfect prgtection from weather, 
ample expanse of harbor, high and dry build- 
ing grounds, no long docks to build, with no 
water to cross to reach a railroad. 

Victoria bluff extends a mile and three 
quarters along the shore. Itis on the main 
land, as has been said before, while Port Royal 
is situated on an island. 

PRESIDENT SPARKS, 

President W. B. Sparks, of the Macon Con- 
struction company,has been in New York four 
months,having two objects to accomplish. One 
was the»placing of the bonds of the Macon and 
Atlantic road in order to build the road from 
the proceeds of the sale of the bonds. Presi- 
dent Sparks has succeeded in 

PLACING THE BONDS, 
and the road will be built just as rapidly as 
men and money can doit. Theroad is bonded 
at $20,000 per mile, which will build and 
equip the road with the best rails and finest 
euipment of rolling stock, etc., of any road in 
the southern states. 

The second object of President Sparks’s visit 
to the north was the purchase of land at Vic- 
toria bluff or Colleton’s neck, on the Colleton 
river, which has been fully described above. 

President Sparks was not satisfied to simply 
obtain terminal facilities. He desired more, 
and, consequently, after much shrewd general- 
ship and patient and painstaking efloris, he 
succeeded in buying 

FIVE THOUSAND ACRES OF LAND 

which stretches for five miles along the shore 
of Colleton river. 

Certain Birmingham parties alsoown 800 
acres next to that purchased by President 
Sparks. The land was owned by different 
parties at the north, and President Spark 
had to engage persons to buy the land 
in different names so as not to arouse sus- 
picion and thus either cause the price of the 
land to advance greatly, or to block the trade 
altogether. President Sparks bought the 
property very cheap, but since the purchase 
its value has enhanced fabulously. 

Hero is an instance: 

President Sparks bought 1,000 acres from a 
northern party for $7,500. When the said 
person afterwards learned the plans and pnr- 
poses of President Sparks, he offered President 
Sparks the $7,500 for one single acre of the 
land, to be seleeted where he desired after the 
land was laid off into streets. President 
Sparks declined the offer. 

AN ENGLISH SYNDICATE. 

Since President Sparks purchased the land 
an English syndicate has tried to buy a .third 
interest from President Sparks in the property 
on the Colleton, but he refused to sell.

$ ONE MILLION DOLLARS. 

The land_will be subdivided into building 
lots and sold by the foot for residences and 
business houses, nayal stores depots, docks, 
etc. 

Here will be established grain elavators, a 
coaling station, ete. 

THE ROUTE. 

Though the Macon and Atlantic road will go 
direct to Colleton, it will also go to Savan 
nah. 

But Colleton will be the seaportof the 
Macon and Atlantic while Savannah will not. 
The Macon and Atlantic has  assur- 
ance that vessels will come 
to Colleton, but the 
Macon and Atlantic in time will buy and oper- 
ate its own line of steamers. 
the harbor will be fullof foreign ships seeking 
the great loads of iron, cotton, lumber, naval! 
stores, grain and other shipments 
to be hauled to Victoria Bluff 
by the Macon and Atlantic. Some of 
these ships will have a carrying capacity of 
5,000 tons. 

The air-line will go from Macon to 
Guyton, a pointon the Central road. From 
Guyton the Macon and Atlantic will build to 
Colleten, across a beautiful and level country. 
The route has already been surveyed by 
Chief Engineer Welis. 

ON TO SAVANNAH. 

The Macon and Atlantic expects to go into 
Savannah from Guyton either on the Central- 
the South Bound or the Charleston and Sa, 
vannah roads. If suitable arrange- 
ments cannot be made with either 
of these roads, then the Macon and 
Atlantic will build its own road from Guy- 
ton toSavannah. The Macon and Atlantic 


wishes to go to Savannah simply for the local 


trade and not for the ocean traffic. 

The Colleton project is much better than 
paying $1,000,000 or more for terminal facili- 
ties at Savannah, the price the Macon and At- 
lantic peop!e woutd have to pay if it hoped 
ever to get wharfage and reach deep water. 
Savannah thought the Macon and Atlantic 
would not dare seek any other port than her- 
self. The result is the road will go to Colle- 


ton. 

The Colleton port will be only twenty-two 
miles from Savannah. Goodsarriving by ship 
at Colleton will be sent via the Charleston and 
Savannah railroad. The Macon and Atlantic’s 
Colleton port will only 
eight miles from Bluffton, Savannah’s 
well-known summer resort. 

CONNECTIONS AT MACON. 

The Macon and Atlantic will connect at 
Macon with the Macon and Birmingham 
railroad, and at Birmingham it will 
have through connections to the grana- 
ries of the west by the ansas 
City, Fort Scott, Birmingham and Memphis 
railroad.’

ITLOOKS AS THOUGH HE HAS PAID 
MACON A VISIT. 


A Negro Woman Found Dying on the Streets 
With Her Throat Cut—A Horrible 
Butchery—Other Notes. 


Macon, Ga., October 5.—[Special.]—A_ hor- 
rible crime was committed in Macon last 
night. 

‘It looks very much like Jack the Ripper’s 
work. 

This morning about 5 o’clock as a milkman 
was on his rounds delivering milk he dis- 
covered the body of a negro womanin a half 
bent position and lying on her face on Georgia 
avenue at the intersection of Madison 
strect. She was lying on the ground near the 
fence of the Wesleyan Female college, in the 
shadow of a large tree on the ieft side of Geor- 
gia avenue as one goes towards Vineville. 
This side of the avenue is not used as a regu- 
lar sidewalk. 

The milkman made a closer examination 
and found that the- woman was dead. Her 
throat had been cut very deep from ear to ear- 
It was a frightful looking wound. The head 
had nearly been severed from the body by the 
murderous weapon, which was undoubtedly 
very sharp, being a razor perhaps. 

There was another bad cut starting near 


the temple and extending across the cheek to 
the mouth. This wound was evidently made 
by the rake the murderer first made at the un- 


fortunate victim, and asit did not kill her it 


was concluded to finish the job by cutting the 
throat. 

A large puddle of blood had collected on the 
ground under the neck of the woman. The 
life blood had flowed freely out of the terrible 
wound. 

The milkman gave the alarm, and soon 
ofticers and many persons assembled in the 
street about the murdered woman. By 8 
o'clock fully 500 curious people, white and 
black, gathered at the scene. 

The woman was promptly identified as 
Charity Crane, who lived in a house near 
Vineville branch, within a few hundred yards 
of where she met her death. She was evi- 
dently on her way home when she 
was killed. She was abont twenty-one 
years old. Her character was bad. . She had 
frequently been before the recorder for ‘‘street 
walking,’’ and had not long since served a 
term on the chaingang for vagrancy. She 
lived with her parents. 

The body remained where it was found until 
9 o’clock this morning, when it was carried 
home, and Coroner Henderson commenced to 
hold an inquest, but sd little could be learned 
today that the hearing was postponed until 3 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. It is said 
that the woman was seen last night about 8 
o’clock at the market with a man named Tur- 
ner Solomon. A little later she is said to have 
been at Bill Johnson’s ¢ gore on Cotton avenue 
and was half drunk. This is the last trace of 
her uhtil she was found dead this morning. 
Turner Solomon was arrested today and put 
in jail. Thereis no direct evidence against 
him, but as he was seen with her last night it 
was thought best to arrest him. Ho claims 
he can prove that he was in bed before 10 
o’clock last night. -It is not known, however, 
when the women met her death. She may 
have been killed in the early part of the night 
or she may have been killed just before day 
this morning. At this writing all clue to 
the perpetuator of the foul deed is 
shrouded in darkness, but light may be thrown 
on the tragedy at any hour. It is 
cenerally supposed that some man killed 
her through jealousy, ora woman might have 


comntitted the deed through jcalousy. 


It is asserted that the deceased and another 
negro waman named Bessie Jones had a 
quarrel on Friday about a negro man. On 
yesterday Charity Crane and Bessie} Jones 
were scen walking together on Fourth street. 
The two women lived neareach other. It is 
said that Bessie Jones did not reach her home 
until shortly past 4o’clock this morning. She 
then burned some of her clothing and told the 
people in the house. that. she was gol to 
leaye town. Itis thought by some that Bes- 
sie may have killed Charity and got blood on 
her dress and that was the reason why she 
burnt the clothing. Coroner Henderson 
recovered apiece of the charred cloth from 
the fire place and it was identified as a part 
of a dress of Bessie Jones. Bessie is now 
missing and the officers are looking for her. 

When Charity was found this morning one 
of her hands was on her stomach, and the 
other thrown back upon her side. On her 
persou were found two handkerchiefs, and 
two or three doliarsin money. The murder 
has created great excitement amongtle ne- 
groes.

| THE COMPRESS AND THE KAILKOAD. 


The Central Kefuses Its Tracks to Cars 
Loading for Another Road. 
Amenicus, Ga., October 5.—-[Special.]—The 
Central railroad made another move yesterday 
in the fight-with the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery which, while not affecting the 
latter’s business, gives a severe blow to certain 
people who have heretofore regarded the 
stron if not the only friends the Central 
had in Americus. The Americus Compress 
Company and others have a iarge double com- 
press situated near the Central depot, and ac- 
cessible only by the side tracks of that road. 
Yesterday the central authorities refused to 
rmit cars to be placed at this compress, to be 
oaded with cotton for shipment over the Sa- 
vannah, Americus and Montgomery railroad, 
evidently with the design to force shippers to 
take the Central route via Macon.| 
The Americus Compress Company wil! put 
on drays enough to move the cotton promptly 
over to the Savannah, Americus and Mont- 
gomery at their own expense. It is believed, 
however, that this action will not stand, for 
Colonel Uriah B. Harrold, the president of the 
compress company, is vice president of the 
Savannah and Western railroad, and as soon 
as he is well enough to go to Savannah and 
confer with the Central officials, they will 
probably rescind this order, as it hurts nobody 
but private individuals, several of whom are 
Central people. Public feeling is very strong 
in condemnation of this action, as it is re- 


‘garded as a lick rather at Americus generally 


than at the competing Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad. The shippers, who 
regard it as an attempt to force them to take 
a read not preferred, will rally strongly to the 
support of the Americus Compress Company 
in this fight, and under present conditions 
all the Americus cotton hereafter may he ex- 
teers to go via the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery railroad.

Katie Westmoreland, wife of Green West- 
moreland, a drayman living on Gate City 


street, had disappeared from her house early 
yesterday morning, leaving her baby asleep in 


Her husband was absent at the time she 
left, and knew nothing of her whereabouts. 
Neither did any one else. 

A rigid search 


was made 


for the missing woman, and the police investi- 
gated the case thoroughly, but were unable to 


solve the mystery of her disappearance. 


Saturday night when Green went home, he 


and Katie had a row, a thing not unusual in 


the Westmoreland family. 

During the melee Green stropped his wife 
with a razor strop, using that in lieu of the 
more popular weapon among: persons of color, 
the razor itself. He slapped her several times 


with his hand besides. 


ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 
In a fit of desperation the injured wife 


rushed out of the house and jumped into the 
well. 


Fortunately the well was only about twelve 


feet deep, and Green called for help, at the 
same time grabbing a rope and descending the 
weli to rescue his wife. He tied a rope around 
her, and assisted by his neighbors drew her to 
the surface.

DR. TALMAGE’S SECOND SERMON ON 
PALESTINE. 
He Will Deliver the Remaining Sermons of 
the Series in Madison Square Gar- 
den—An Eloquent Discourse. 


Brookiyn, N. Y., October 5.—[Special.J— 
Dr. Talmage, before beginning his second ser- 
mon on the holy land this morning, stated 
that as previously announced, the sermon 
about to be delivered would also be delivered 
in the New York Academy. of Music in the 
evening. In consequence of the unprecedented 
attendance the preceding Sunday evening, 
when, despite the fact that the Academy of 
Music accommodated fully 6,000 persons, many 
thousands were turned away, the managers of 
_ The Christian Herald had opened negotiations 
with a view to securing Madison Square Gar- 
den for the remaining ten Sun- 
day evening sermons. Owing to imperative 
engagements for the next three Sundays, the 
garden could not be secured earlier than four 
weeks hence, when The Christian Herald 
expects to be able to give to Dr. Talmage an 
opportunity, during the remaining Sabbath 
evenings of 1890, to speak in the greatest pub- 
lic auditorium in New York city, to the largest 
audiences that ever assembled for divine ser- 
vice. The seating capacity of Madison Square 
Garden is 12,000. The subject this morning 
was: ‘My Second Day in Palestine.’’ After 
the reading of the scriptures and two hearty 
songs of worship by the congregation, the 
preacher announced as his text: Galatians 
1 is, “I went up to Jerusalem.’”’ 

My second dayin ithe holy land. We are 
in Joppa. Itis 6 o’clock in the morning, but 
we must start early, for by night we are to be 
in Jerusalem, and that city is forty-one miles 
away. 
riage. As today will be our last opportunity 
in Palestine for taking the wheel, we choose 
that. The horses with harness tasseled and 
jingling, are hitched, and with a dragoman in 
coat of many colors seated in front, we start on 
aroad which unveils within twelve hours 
enough to think of for all time and all eternity. 
Farewell Mediterranean with such a blue as 
no but the divine Chemist could mix 
and such a fire of morning glow, as only the 
divine illuminator could kindle! Hail! 
Mountains of Ephiraim and Juda whose ram- 
parts of rock we shall mount in a few hours, 
for modern engineers can make a road any- 
where, and without piling Ossa upon Pelion, 
those giants can scale the heavens. ) 

We start out of the city amid barricades of 
cactus on either side. Not cactiin boxes two 
or three feet high, but cactus higher than the 
top of the carriage—a plant that has more 
swords of defense, considering the amount of 
beauty it can exhibit, than anything created. 
We passed out amid about 400 gar- 
dens, seven or eight acres to the garden, from 
which at the right seasons are plucked 
oranges, lemons, figs, Olives, citron, and 
pomegranates, and which hold up 
their censers of perfume before. the 
Lord in perpetual praise. We meet 
grea processions of cameis loaded with kegs of 
oil and with fruits, and some wealthy Moham- 
medans with four wives—three too many. 
The camel is a proud, mysterious, solemn, 
ancient, ungainly, majestic and ridiculous 
shape, stalking out of the past. The driver 
with his whip taps the camel on the foreleg, 
and he kneels to take you as arider. But 
when he rises, hold fast, or you will! fall off 
backward as he puts his forefeet in standing 
posture, and then you will fall offin front as 
his backlegs take their place. But the inhab- 
itants are used to his ways, although I find the 
riders often dismount and walk as though to 
rest themselves. Better stand out of the path 
of the camel; he stops for nothing, and seems 
not to look down, and inthe street I saw a 
child by the stroke of a came!l’s front foot 
huried seven or eight feet along the ground. 
Efilere we meet people with faces, and arms. 
and hands tattoced, as in all lands sailors 
tatoo their arms with some favorite ship or 
adimired face. It was tothis habit of tattoo- 
ing among the Orientals that God refers in a 
figure, when He says of His church: ‘I have 
graven thee on the palms of my hands.’’ 

Many of these regions are naturally sandy 
but by irrigation they are made fruitful and, 
as in this irrigation the brooks and rivers are 
turned this way, and that to water the gardens 
or farms, so the Bible says, ‘‘The king’s heart 
is in the hands of the Lord, and He turneth it 
as the rivers of water are turned whithersoever 
He will.” 

THE JEWS IN PALESTINE. 

As we pass out and on we find about 800 
acres belonging to the Universal Israelitish 
Alliance. Montefiore, the Israelitish centen- 
arian and philanthropist, and Rothschild, the 

anker, and others of the large-hearted, have 
paid the passage to Palestine for many of the 
Israelites, and set apart lands for their culture ; 
and it is only a beginning of the fulfillment of 
divine prophecy, when these people shall take 
possession of the holy land. The road from 
Joppa to Jerusalem, and ail the roads leading 
to Nazareth and Gallilee, we saw lined with 
processions of Jews going to the sacred places, 
either on holy pilgrimage, or as settlers. All 
the’ fingers of providence nowadays are 
“meagnney zr toward that resumption of Palestine 

y the Israelites. I do not take it that the 
prospered Israelites of other lands are to go 
there. They would be foolish to leave their 
prosperities in our American cities where they 
are among our best citizens, and cross two seas 
to begin life over again in a strange land. 
But the outrages heaped upon them in Russia, 
and the insults offered them in Germany, will 
saon quadruple and centuple the procession of 
Israelites from Russia to Palestine. 

Facilities for getting there will be multi- 

lied, not only in the railroad from Joppa to 

erusalem, to which I referred last Sabbath 
as being built, but permission fora road from 
Damascus to the Bay of Acre has been ob- 
tained, and that, of course, will soon connect 
with Joppa, and make one great ocean shore 
railroad. Sotherailroad from Jerusalem to 
Joppa and from Joppa to Damascus, will soon 
bring all the holy land within afew hours of 
connection. Jewish colonization societies in 
England and Russia are gathering money for 
the transportation of the Israelites to Pales- 
tine, and for the purchase for them of lands 
and farming implements, and so 
many desire to go that it is 
decided by lot .as to which families 
shall go first. They were God’s chosen people 
at the first, and He has promised to bring 
them back to their home, and there is no 
power in 1,000 or 5,000 years to make God for- 
get his promises. Those who are prospered in 
other lands, will do wellto stay where they 
are. But let the Israelites whoare depreci- 
@ed, and attacked and persecuted turn their 
faces towards the rising sun of their deliver- 
ance. God will gatherin that distant land, 
those of that race who have been maltreated, 
and He will blast with the lightnings of his 
omnipotence those lands on either side of the 
Atlantic which have been the instruments of 
annoyance and harm to that 
Jewish race, to ,ywhich belongs Abra- 
ham, and David, and Joshua, and Baron 
Hirsch, and Montefiore, and Paul the 
apostle, and Mary the Virgin, and Jesus 
Christ the Lord. 

VEILED WOMEN. 

On the way across the plain of Sharon we 
meet many veiled women. It is not respect- 
abie for thein to go unveiled, and itis a veil 
that is so hung as to make them hideous. A 
man may not even see the face of his wife until 
after bethrothal, or engagement of marriage. 
Hence the awful mistakes, and the unhappy 
homes, for God has made the face an index of 
character, and honesty or dishonesty usually is 
demonstrated in the features. do not see 
what God made a fair face for, if it were not to 
be looked at. But her comes the crowds of 
disfigured women down the road on their way 
to Joppa, bundles of sticks for firewood on 
their heads. They started at 3 o’clock 
in the morning to get the fuel. 
They stagger under the burdens. 
Whipped and beaten will.some of them be if 
their bundie of sticks is too small. Ail that is 
required for divorcement is for a man to say 
to his wife: “Be otf; I don’t want you any 
more.”’ Woman is a slave in all Jands, except 
those in which the gospel of Christ makes her 
& queen. And yet, in

with family deriding the only religion that 
makes sacred and honorable the names of 
wife, mother, daughter and sister. 

What is that? Town of Ramleh, birth- 
place, residence and tomb of Samuel, the 
—- prophet. Near by, Tower of Fort 

artyrs, called because that number of disci- 
ples perished there for Christ’s sake; but if 
towers had been built for all those who, in 
the time of war as in the time of peace, have 
fallen on this road during the ages past, you 
might almost walk on turrets from Joppa to 
Jerusalem, 

Now we pass guard houses which are castles 
of chopped straw and mud where at night and 
pane irough the day armed men dwell and 
<eep the bandits off travelers. In tho caves 
of the mountains dwell men to whom mas- 
sacre would be high play and a purse with a 
few pennies would m compensation enough 
for the struggle that the savage might have 
with the wayfarer. There is only one other 
defense that amounts to much in these lands 
and that is the law of hospitality. If you can 
get an Arab to eat with you, if only one 
mouthful, you are sure of his protection, and 
y that has been so from age to age. The Lord’s 
Supper was built on that custom, a special 
friendship afier partaking food together. To 
that custom Walter Scott refers in his immor- 
tal ‘‘Talisman,’’ where Saladin, with one stroke 
of the sword, strikes the head from an enemy 
who stands in Saladin's tent with a cup in his 
hand and before he has time to put it to his 
lip, and does it so suddenly that the body of 
his enemy, beheaded, stands for a moment 
after the beheading, with the- cup still in his 
right hand. After the cup had been sipped it 
would have been impossible, according to the 
laws of Oriental hospitality, to give the fatal 
blow. 

ARMED ATTENDANTS, 

The only lands where it is safe to travel un- 
armed are Christian lands. Human life is 
more highly valued and personal rights are 
better respected, and I am glad to belicve that 
in our country, from the Atlantic ocean to the 
Pacific ocean, there is not a place today where 
& man is not safer without a pistol than with 
one. Butall through our journey in Pales- 
tine we required firearms. While the only 
weapon I had on my person was a New Testa- 
ment, we went through the region where I 
said to the dragoman: ‘David, are you 
armed ?’’ and he said ‘‘Yes,’’ and I said, ‘‘Are 
those fifteen or twenty muleteers and baggage 
men and attendants armed?” and he said 
‘*Yes,’’ and I felt safer. 

On we roll through the plain of Sharon. 
Here grew therose after which Christ was 
named. Rose of Sharon, celebrated in all 
There 
jhas been controversy as to what flower it was. 
Some say it was a marsh-mallow that thrives 
here, and some claim this honor for the nar- 
cissus, and some forthe blueiris, and some 
for the scarlet anemone, for you must know 
that this plain of Sharon isa rolling ocean of 
color when the spring breezes move - across it. 
But leaving the botanists in controversy as to 
whatitis, [I would take the most aromatic 
and beautiful of them all and twist them into 
a gariand for the ‘‘Name which is above every 
name.”’ 

Yonder, a little to the north as we move on 
is the plain of Ono. The Bible mentions it 
again and again. The village standing on 
this plain of Ono isa mud village. Two 
great basins of rock catch the rains for the 
people. Of more importance in olden 
time than in modern time was 
this plain of Ono But as the dragoman 
announced it and in the Bible I read ofit, I was 
reminded of the vast multitude of people who 
now dwellin the plain of Ono. They are, by 
their nervous tonstitution or by their lack of 
faith in God, alwaysin the negative. Will 
you help to builda church? Oh, no! Will 
you start outin some new Christain enter- 
prise? Oh, no! Do youthink the world is 
getting any better? Oh, no! .They lie down 
in the path of all good movements, sanitary, 
social, political and religious. They harness 
their horses with no traces to pull ahead but 
only breeching straps to hold back. For all 
Christian work I would not give for 1,000 of 
them the price of a clipped 10-cent piece. 
They are inthe plain of Oh, no! May the 
Lord multiply the numbers of those who, when 
anything good is undertaken, are found to 
live in the plain of Oh, yes! Will you sup- 
port this new charity? Oh, yes! Do you 
think that this victim of evil habit can be re- 
formed? Oh, yes! Are you willing to do 
anything, whether obscure or resounding, for 
the welfare of the church and the salvation of 
aruined world? Oh, yes! But Iam sorry to 
say.that the most populous plain’ in all the 
earth today is the plain of Ono. 

Here now we come where stood the fields 
into which Samson tired the foxes. The foxes 
are no rarity in thisland. I counted at one 
tine twenty or thirty of them in one group 
and the cry allalong the line was ‘Foxes! 
Look at the foxes!’’ and at night they some- 
times bark until all attempts to sleep are an 
absurdity. Those [saw and heard in Pales- 
tine might have been descendants of the very 
foxes that Samson employed for an appalling 
incendiarism., The wealth of that land was in 
the harvests and it was harvest time and the 
straw was dry. Three hundred foxes are 
caught and tied in couples by some wire or in- 
combustible cord which the flames cannot 
divide, and fire-brands are fastened to those 
couples of foxes, and the affrighted creatures 
aro let loose andrun every wither among the 
harvests and in the awful blaze down go the 
corn shocks, and the vineyards, and the olives, 
and all through the valleys and over the hills, 
and among the villages is heard the cry of 
fire! And in the burnt pathway walk hunger, 
and want and desolation. 

And all this for spite. And some theologians 
learn one thing and some another. But I 
learn from it that a great man may sometimes 
stoop to a very mean piece of business, and 
that if men would use as much ingenuity in 
trying to bless as they doin trying to destroy, 
the world all the way down would have been 
in better condition. Yet the fire of the foxes 
kindled that night in Palestine has not gone 
out, but has leaped the seas, and the sly foxes, 
the human foxes, are now still running every 
whither, kindling political fires, fires of re- 
ligious controversy, fires of hate, world-wide 
fires, and whole harvests of ee per- 
ish. It took the hard work of multitudes on 
all these plains of Palestine for months and 
months to rear the vine and raise the corn, but 
it took only 300 wortbless foxes one night to 
blaze all into ashes. 

Brace up your nerves now, that you may 
look while I point them out. Yonder is Kir- 
jath-Jearim, where the ark of God stayed 
until David took it to Jerusalem. Yonder 
John the Baptist was born. Yonder is Em- 
maus where Christ walked with the disciples 
at eventide. Here are men ploughing, only 
one handle to the plough, showing the accu- 
racy of Christ’s allusion. When we plough 
in America or England there are two hands 
on two handles, but in Palestine only one 
handie. And so Christ uses the singular, say- 
ing: ‘‘No man having put his hand to the 
plough and looking back is fit for the king- 
dom.’ The ox is urged on by a wooden stick 
pointed with sharp iron, and the ox knows 
enough not to kick, for he would only hurt 
himself instead of breaking the goad. And 
the Bible refers to that when it says to Saul: 
‘It is hard for thee to kick against the goads.”’ 

Here isthe valley of Ajalon, famous for 
Joshua’s pursuit of the five kings, and the 
lunar arrest. And in imagination I see the 
moon in day time halt. Who has not some- 
times seen the moon dispute the throne with 
the sun? But when the king of day and the 
queen of night, who never before Joshua's time, 
nor since then, stopped a moment in their 
march, halted at Joshua’s command, it was a 
scene, enough to make the universe shiver: 
‘Moon! stand thou still in the valley of 
Ajaion!’’ Atanother time we will see the 
sun stop above Gideon, but now we have only 
to do with the moon, and you must remember 
that itis more ofan orb thanitisnow. It is 
a burnt out world now, a dead world now, an 
extinct world now, a corpse laid out in state in 
the heavens, waiting for the judgment day to 
bury it. But on the day of which I speak, the 
moon was probably a living world, yet it 
halted at the wave of Joshua’s finger, “Stand 
thou still!’ Do not budge an ifich until 
Joshua finishes those five kings, who are there 
tumbling over the rocks, sword of man slash- 
ing them, hailstones out of tho sky pelting 
them. 

And there is the cavern of Makkehad, where 
they fied for safety, and where they were after- 
ward locked in, and from which they were 
taken out to be slain, and in which they were 
afterward buried; and you do well to ex- 
amine that cavern, for within a few hours it 
became three things, which no other cave ever 
was— fortress, prison, sepulchre. 

Now we pass the place where once lived one 
of the greatest of century, Abou 
Gosh by name. From this point you see he 
could look over all the surrounding country, 


and long before the travelers came up to him,

| the plap forthe taking of their money or their 


life, or both, was consummated. He one day 
found a company of monks who would not 
pay, and he smothered them to death in a hot 
oven. In his last days he lived here like an 
oriental prince, and had his attendants and 
admirers to whom he told es of 
brigandage and So late 
as when our eminent d_ beloved 
American, William C. passed 
through, Abou Gosh, the drelly Be- 
douin, sat at his doorway smoaking his pipe. 
His descendants live in this village, and prob- 
ably are no more honest than their distin- 
guished ancestor, but marauding and murder 
are not as safe a business now as when all this 
route to Jerusalem was subject to outrages 
pandemoniae. 

Here we pass the village of Latrun, home of 
the penitent thief, the village, a few s ling 
houses on steep hills rising from the valley of 
Ajalon. Up these steep hills, in his earlier 
days, the thief had carried the spoils of arson 
and burglary, and down them he had borne 
the heavier burden of a guilty heart. But 
higher than these hills he mounted, after he 
had repented, from the transfixed posture on 
the cross to the bosom of a forgiving God. 

Now we come to the brook Elah, f10m which 
little David took the smooth stones with which 
he prostrated Goliath. Thereis a bridge span- 
ning the ravine, but at the season we crossed 
there is not a dropof water in the brook. We 
went down into the ravine and walked amid the 
pebbles that had been washed smooth, very 
smooth, by the rush of the waters through all 
the ages. There is where David armed him- 
self. He walked around and picked up five of 
these polished pebbles. He got them of just 
the right size. He prepared himself for five 
volleys, 80 that if the giant escapes the first, 
he will not escape the wholefive. The topog- 
raphy of the place so corresponds with the 
Bible story that I could see the memorable 
fight goon. It isthe only fight I ever did 
watch. Pugilism I abhor, but here were two 
champions, the one God—appointed, the other 
Satan—appointed, and deciding the destiny of 
a nation, the destiny of a world. It was a 
Marathon, an Arbela, a Waterloo,a Blenheim, 
a Sedan, concentrated into two right arms. 
Here are two ridges of mountains 500 feet 
high, the Philistines on one mages 
the Israelites on the other ridge. The 
fight isin the valley between, at that season 
shaded, and sweet with terebinth and acacia. 
David, the champion for the Israelites, 
Goliath, the champion for the Philistines. 
David under sized and almosteffeminate, only 
a mouthful for Goliath, who was nearly ten 
feet high. % 

They advance -to meet each other, but the 
Bible says that David made the first step for- 
ward. Nearer and nearer they come, but I do 
not think David will wait until he comes with- 
in reach of Goliath’s sword, for that would be 
fatal, and David has a weapon with which he 
ean fight at long range. Closer and closer 
they come, but David advances the more 
rapidly. ‘‘Come to me,” said the giant, ‘“‘and 
I will give thy flesh unto the fowls of the air 
and to the beasts of the field.’”’ You see 
Goliath going to give David for a banquet to 
vulture and jackal. He, the mountain of 
flesh, will fall over on that little hil- 
lock. I hear him laugh through the 
mouth-piece of his helmet. He will toast the 
little whiffet on the top of his longsword. He 
will call all the crows for a breakfast. ‘‘Come 
tome you contemptible little fellow, and I 
will make quick work with you. The idea 
that a five-footer should dare to come out 
against a ten-footer! Let the two armies 
looking down from the ridgeg watch me!” 
David responded: ‘I come to thee in the 
name of the Lord of Hosts!’’ Ah, that is 
the right kind of battle-shout. ‘‘In the name 
oi the Lord of Hosts!’’ How that cry rings 
through the Wady-es-Sumpt! He who fights 
in that spirit wins the day. Thealmost Israel- 
itish dwarf enlarges into omnipotent propor- 
tions. The moment to strike has come. 
David takes his sling with a stone in it and 
whirls it round, and round his head, until 
he has put the weapon into sufficient momen- 
tum, and then, taking sure aim, hurlsit. The 
giant throws up his hands and reels back and 
falls. The stone sank into his forehead. This 
was the only available point of attack. But 
how about the helmet on his head? Did the 
stone that David flung crush through the 
helmet? No; an old rabbi says ne thinks that 
when Goliath scoffed at David, the giant so 
suddenly and vacation, gS jerked up his 
head that the helmet fell off. That is like 
enough. David saw the bare forehead, a foot 
high, and aimed at-the center of it, and the 
skull cracked and broke in like an egg-shell, 
and the ground shook as this great oak of a 
military chieftain struck it. Huzzah for 
David! 

But we must hasten on, for the danger now 
is that night will beupon us before we reach 
Jerusalem.

Had I not seen 
pictures of is? Oh, yes; but they only in- 
creased the bewilderment. They were taken 
froma variety of standpoints. If twenty 
artists attempt to sketch Brooklyn, New 
York, or London, or Jerusalem, they will 
plant their cameras at different places, and 
take as many different pictures, butina few 
minutes I shall see the sacred city 
with my own eyes. Over another 
shoulder of the hill Swe go, and 
nothing in sight but rocks and mountains, and 
awful gulches between them, which make the 
head swim if you look down. On and up, on 
and up, until the lathered and smoking horses 
are reined in, and the dragoman rises in front, 
and points eastward, crying, ‘‘Jerusalem!’’ It 
was mightier than an electric shock. We all 
rose. There it lay, the prize of nations, the 
terminus of famous pilgrimages, thé object of 
Roman and crusading wars, and for it Assyri- 
ans had fought, and iceyptians had fought, and 
the world had fought; the place which the 
queen of Sheba visited, and Richard Ca@ur de 

ion had conquered. Home of Solomon. 
Home of Ezekiel. Home of Jeremiah. Home 
of Isaiah. Home of Saladin. Mount Zion of 
David's heart-break, and Mount Moriah, where 
the sacrifices smoked, Mount of Olives where 
Jesus preached, and Gethsemane where he 
agonized, and Golgotha where he died, and 
the holy sepulchre where he was buried. O, 
Jerusalem! Jerusalem! Greatest city on 
earth, and type of the city celestial. 

AfterI have been 10,000 years in heaven, 
the memory of that first view from the rock on 
the afternoon of December 3d, will be as 
vividasnow. An Arab ona horse that was 
like a whirlwind, bitted and saddled and 
spurred, its mane and flanks as jet as night— 
and there are no such horsemen as Arab horse- 
men—had come far out to meet us, and invite 
us to his hotel inside the gates.

rucalem. Itis about forty feet wide, twenty 
feet deep and sixty feet high. There is a 
sharp turn just after you have entered, so 
planned as to make the entrance of armed 
enemies the more difficult. On the structure 
of these gates the safety of Jerusalem de- 
pended, and all the Bible writers used them 
for illustrations. Within five minutes’ walk 
of the gate we entered, David wrote: “Enter

rae my soulin quick succession, and I 
thought of that old hymn, sung byso many 
ascending spirits: 


Jerusalem, my happy home, 
Name ever dear to me! 

When shall my labors have an end, 
In joy and peace and thee? 


When shall these eyes thy heavy’n-built walis 
And ly gates behold? 

Thy bulw with salvation strong, 
And streets of shining gold? 


And so with our hearts full of gratitude to 
God for journeying mercies all the way from 
Joppa to Jerusalem, and with bright anticipa- 
tion of our entrance intothe shining gate of 
the heavenly city when earthly peor a are 
over, my second day in Palestine ended.

For the Fire Department Arrives Saturday— 
Chief Joyner Well Pleased With It. 

The new hose wagon for the fire department 
arrived. 

It is certainly a beauty. 

The wagon is about five feet high and nine 
or ten feet long, andin shape is very much 
like some of the wagons seen on the streets 
every day. The hose is folded inside the 
wagon in the neatcst manner, and in a way 
which is a great deal more convenient than on 
the hose reels now inuse. The hose is always 
covered when not in use, which saves it. 
On each side of the driver’s seat is asmall] chemi- 
cal extinguisher, which one man can -easily 
handle ascending a lIaddor. Fifteen hundred 
feet of hose can be put into it—as much as any 
reel will carry. 

The advantages it has over the old reel are 
many. 

The actual difference in weight is about 
1,300 pounds, while the pulling weight, Chief 
Joyner says, will amount to 2,000 pounds. 
This is a great advantage for the horses. 

Then the firemen who ride on the wagon 
have a great advantage over those on the reel. 

When the reel reaches a plug where the 
hase is to be attached, all the firemen are 
compelled to alight, as the turning of the 
hose-winder renders it dangerous for any 
other than the driver. Thus, those who 
are to take charge of the hose at 
the fire have to run_ (from the 
plug to the burning building. This run is 
sometimes a very iong one and when the fire- 
men reach the end of it they are soout of 
breath that they are/naturally incapacitated 
for work. This is avoided by the wagon as it 
is perfectly safe for all to ride on it while the 
hose is being pulled out. 

The wagon presents a handsome appearance, 
being painted a bright red and having nickel 
trimmings. 

Chief Joyner is pleased with it and believes 
that the wagens will soon take the place of 
reels altogether.

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“THE PASSION PLAY. 


OF S&T. 


THE REV. DR. BARRETT, 
LUKE’S CATHEDRAL, 


Gives a Large and Enlightened Audience a 
Graphic Description of the Play as 
He Saw It—The Sermon. 


ee ee ee 


Yesterday morning, long before the hour 
for the services to begin, St. Luke’s cathedral 
‘ was crowded to overflowing with an audience 
anxious to hear what Dr. R. 8. Barrett had to 
gay about the ‘‘Passion. Play.” 

Several hundred persons were unable to get 


seats and left. 

It was generally known that Dr. Barrett 
would take a very different view of this per- 
formance than that taken by many others 
who have expressed an opinion regarding it. 

Dr. Barrett and his party, on their sum- 
mer’s European trip, saw this play, and his 
conclusions are drawn from what he saw. For 
this, his view is all the more valuable. 

Thero isa popular prejudice against this 
**Passion Play.’’ Many ministers, as well as 
laymen, fear that so sacred an occurrence will 
be brought to be lightly considered, and that it 
is a sacrilege to attempt its reproduction. 

Without any preliminary remarks, Dr. Bar- 
rett proceeded to the subject. 

“‘A fow years ago, it was announced in New 
York that some Biblical occurrences would be 
reproduced on the stage, and all went well 
until just before the play, when’ the 
mayor and - council informed the 
managers that they would have 
to desist, that the city would not countenance 
this sacrilege. Evenin that most evil of all 
cities, Paris, Sara Bernhardt was informed 
that she would have to give up the idea of a 
similar reproduction. The question which 
every one asks himself is, ‘Is it rightfor meto 
witness the ‘Passion Play’ under any circum- 
stances?’ Many thousands wish to see this 
play this summer, and each one asked himself 
the question, is it right? 

‘But let us give a brief historical sketch of 
this play. 

‘‘Three hundred years ago, a plague—the 
cholera—passed over the southern part of En- 
rope and carried destruction inits path. The 
dread disease seemed more terrible in its 
effects than ever before. No city seemed able 
to escape its destruction. Oberammergau 
quarantined againstit, and for some time 
it was safe. But finally one 
man returned to this little town to see his 
children and brought the plague with him, 
and the people were crazed to know what to 
do. They concluded to resort to prayer, which 
they did with all earnestness. How many 
people in my hearing believe in the efficacy of 
prayer to this extent? 

‘The prayers of the people ascended to 
heaven, and the plague céased. The people 
were astonished as much as they were re- 
joiced. They felt grateful to an overruling 
Providence, and they wanted to do something 
that would honor God for what he 
had done. They decided to give the 
‘Passion Play.’ They realized that truth 
could not be brought before the people with 
any more vividness than through. a dramatic 
performance. They thought if they could bring 
this one; thing—the life, suffering and 
death of Christ—vividly before the 
minds of the people, .it would do 
more good than anything else in their power. 
They were to give it every ten years. This 
was their manner of preaching the gospel 
effectively to the inhabitants of this lone val- 
ley. Since thisis their purpose, certainly there 
can be no objection to seeing it. But we dif- 
fered. A more able divine of our 
party refused at the very last moment to ac- 
company us. I, too, had misgivings. 

‘**The 500 persons who were to take part in 
the play were only peasants and laborers, and 


I feared that some things would transpire - 


which would shock my religious sensibilities. 

‘“We had been stopping not far distant from 
Oberammorgau andthe day on which we were 
to start for the little town where the play 
was held, it was raining heavily. As our 
train wound its way through the valley, up 
the Alpine Pyrences mountains, and again 
down into the valley, we could see that the 
people grew more and more peasant-like, 
and we wondered thata people, so isolated, 
should attract people from every part of the 
world to witmess the performance of these 
amateurs. This village has only 1,200 inhabi- 
tants, and *the 100,000 visitors spend 
the time as best they can. The 
were fortunate to be entertained by 
King Herod. In the streets we see long haired 
persons wandering abstractedly here and 
there, but there was a peculiar grace attending 
them. The next morning after our arrival, 
we are awakened by heavy cannonading. We 
hurry down to the theater—and what kind of 
theater is it?’’ 

Dr. Barrett said that back of the stage was 
the scenery, which was protected from the 
rain, but the stage had no covering. Far out 
in front of the stage was a comparatively 
small shelter, but most of the audience was 
exposed to rain and sun. 

The stage was equally exposed, but the play 
proceeded through rain and sunshine, and the 
players pay no heed to either. 

“The music begins, slow and solemn. So 
solemn itis that it bespeaks the sad scenes to 
follow. The chorus is raised by twenty-four 
voices, twelve males and twelve females. The 
play continues from 8 a. m. to 5:30 p. m. with 
a half hour intermission at noon. Besides 
this, there is no break, no 
interval, no stop.. Each scene is introduced 
by a tableau from the Old Testament, to show 
the connection between the old and new. 
These tableaux are very beautiful and im- 
pressive. Everything is solemn and prepares 
us for what is to come.’”’ 

He said, at first the choristers appeared 
robed in white,then purple, and finally black. 

He said that it was impossible for him to 
follow this play through, owing to the time to 
which he was limited. 

“I desire to say that every detail was per- 
fectly carried through, from the driving out 
of the money changers from the 
temple, to the last sad scenes 
of Christ’s life. 

“The performers showed considerable dra- 
matic talent. Each part was sustained with 
a solemnity becoming the role. 

**‘The play became more and affecting as it 
proceeded, and soon heads were seen to be 
bowed in reverence, and then men and women 
would cry out in real grief. 

_ “The object of the play is to make men real- 
ize the terrible suffering of Christ, which is 
done to perfection. 

*“‘Even the stage management is excellent. 
‘An eminent stage manager from Paris, said 
that+he learned more from these simple 
peasants in this short time, than he had learned 
in Parisin a lifetime. 

‘In witnessing the performance you do not 
feel that it is acting—going on before you—but 
that it is all real. 

‘*The actors are excellent] 
characterization is fine. he man taking 
the part of Christ carried out 
his part with so much solemnity, mod- 
esty and sincerity as to cause one to forget 
thatit is not all real. Nothing transpires 
which would shock the religious sensibilities 
of the most acute. When I watched the char- 
acter, Judas Iscariot, I came for the first time 
to a realization of the fact that the world was 
filled with numberless Iscariots. How many 
men are actuated by the love of money! 

‘*When hejwas approached by the Sanhedrin 
he was shocked that they would ask him to 
deliver up his Master. But he soliloquized 
after this fashion: 

‘They cannot hurt him. I can deliver him 
and make the money, and then my Master 
will get out of the way as he has done before. 
He is so good I know he will forgive me.’ 

“When he sees Christ is to suffer, he is 
amazed, throws down the money, runs into 
the open air, tears his robe from him, and 
cries: 

Sag ‘I have betrayed my Master; I deserve to 
e€ 


“‘And then St. Peter, who denied Christ so 

te You cannot imagine the 

insolence and impudence of 

soldiers around whose 

fires John and Peter warm. An impudent, 
— girl approaches Peter saying: 

“Why, this is oge of them. 

“But he deniés it,and the second time 
swears as he denies it, as they pull and push 
him around, Immediately the cock crew.

face to face with the suffering of these char- 
acters ? 

‘But let us turn to the central figure. 

‘When he presides at that last supper, no 
more loving face was ever seen, even when he 

Judas the cup. He washes their feet 
in mute silence. 

‘While this was going on, there was not a 
drv eye among those 4,900 spectators. But let 
us follow him to the garden of Geth- 
semane. They see the procession com- 
ing, and in front the Christ 
gering and fall under the great cross 
which he is bearing. There was no pretense 
here. He falls again and again. Then you 
begin to realize what Christ suffered. They 
slap him, kick him and _  euff' him. 

“‘My blood boils in my veins, and my hands 
clinch. I felt as if I would go to the stage and 
raise my arm in his defense. They nailed 
him to the cross, but I could not see how. 
They pierced his side, and the blood flowed 
down. Iimagine that moment. Ishall never 
forget that cry. 

‘**Father, forgive them,they know not what 
they do.’ : 

‘I shall never forget that poor mother’s ery, 
as she says: 

‘**With his dying breath he remembers his 
mother.’ 

‘Then it was that the whole audience wept 
asone man. Itall seemed real. They real- 
ized what the Master suffered. Oh, my friend, 
if that was not preaching the gospel, then I 
never heard it preached. 

“When the play closed each hearer was too 
full for words. The death and suffering of 
Christ was before them.”’ 

The sermon was closed with some practical 
deductions. Dr. Barrett seemed to studiously 
avoid causing any demonstration of feeling, 
but many gave vent to their feelings in tears, 
so sad was the word painting of the minister.

GOSSIP OF THE DAY. 


Our old friend, ‘‘Sandy’’ Cohen, has struck 
it rich in his connection with James O’Neill’s 
new play, ‘‘The Dead Heart.’’

A 
party of Atlanta people, who witnessed the 
play in Boston, Monday night, telegraphed 
yesterday that ‘‘The Dead Heart” is a tre- 
mendous success} and that the Georgians are 
all delighted with it.

Speaking, rather writing, of Secretary 
James G. Blaine, and his possibie visit to 
Atlanta, Carson Lakein last Sunday’s New 
York Press says: 

‘He has been literally besieged to visit ex- 
positions and fairs this fall, and has been 
obliged to refuse scores of such invitations, 
but I think he looks with favor on the request 
made him yesterday by Mayor Glenn of At- 
lanta to go to that city and deliver an address 
at the exposition which opens thereon October 
15th. Thesouthern people are represented to 
him as regarding reciprocity as a great economic, 
rather than a great political question, and as 
being desirous of hearing from him on that 
subject. He could run away from Washing- 
ton for a day to go to Atlanta, whereas most 
of the other invitations he has received would 
involve long and tedious railroad trips, ex- 
over four or five days. In discussing 
the proposition with the mayor, Mr. Blaine 
said\that he has not hefetofore favorably con- 
sidered invitations to go south, because of the 
intensity of political feeling, but that he 
might now find it desirable and expedient to 
go there under the changed condition repre- 
sented by the Atlanta committee.” 


Another Georgian, who has been passing 
through. Brother Lake’s hands, comes out 
this way: 

Ex-Speaker L. F. Girard, of the Georgia Legis- 
lature, who has been in New York for several 
days, is a resident of Columbus, Ga., and brother- 
in-law of Mayor Gienn, of Atlanta. Columbus is 
the seat of considerable manufacturing, especially 
cotton goods, and Mr. Girard is well posted on 
that industry. I was talking with him yesterday, 
when, among other things, he said: “Taking 
Columbus a8 an @xample of the new south, as you 
call it, there is a great mistake in the popular idea 
that northern capital is building up the south and 
giving it the new prosperity thatit is enjoying. 
It is doubtful if there is 2 percent of the capital 
employed in Columbus drawn directly or in- 
directly from the north. In a general way I should 
say that nine-tenths of the capital now invested 
in the south is southern capital. And itis be- 
cause it is southern capital that we are becoming 
solidly prosperous. Its earnings go into new in- 
vestments in the south. Whenthere is no open- 
ing for the money earned it gives evidences of its 
possession by southerners in fresh paint on the 
houses and improvements in residences. Cotton 
factories in the south are exceedingly prosperous. 
I do not know of one that is not making imoney. 
It is the common thing for them to pay 12 per 
cent per annum regularly, and I hear of factories 
earning double that and — more.

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DR, HOPKINS TALKS 


ABOUT THE INSTITUTE OF TECHNOL- 
OGY AND ITS WORK. 


Where the Graduates Are at Work—Kind of 
Work the Boys Are Doing—Water 
Wheels, Cotton Planters, Etc. 


“How is the Technological school getting 
along?” 

“The outlook is more hopeful than it has been 
at all, so far as the utility of the school is con- 
cerned,’’ said Dr. Hopkins. “Young men have 
been brought up toa high standard of scholar- 
Ship, increased skill in the mechanical depart- 
ment; and that particular department has taken 
on hew proportions and wider range. It is under 
a better condition of management than it has been 
since the school was organized, and the work 
shops are more thoroughly equipped with men 
and materials and tools. 

“The class of work that we value most is such as 
withdraws from northern manufacturers—things 
that are not done by southern shops. For in- 
stance, large bronze castings in the form of vault 
doors, and a wrought iron, scroll-work gate for 
Westview ra, bi machines for mak- 
ing pressed brick, small machines made 
under direction of patentees, motors, hand pow- 
ers for churns and things of that sort. 

“We are making a large class of work in the 
way of water wheels, sanitary arrangements for 
the Ruttan-Smead ventilating system,and we have 
made hundreds of cotton planters under contract. 

“We reject vast quantities of work 
that we cannot take consistent!y with the 
prime object of the Institution. We} are more 
concerned in making men than in making things; 
Wé@ptake just that class of work which promises the 
best results in the training of young men. 

‘‘Meanwhile, in the academic department, the 
institution is equipped equally with any institu- 
tion in the country. The curriculum is high, the 
standard of scholarship is high, discipline is mild 
but firm, and the aim ofall our academic work is to 
enable the young men readily and easily to apply 

he knowledge they gain to practical purposes. 
Knowledge in its application is the key-note of 
our work, | 
THE RESULTS IN SIGHT. 

“We began last year to supply the country with 
our work in the way of men. We graduated two 
students, who have gone to work in the lines in- 
dicated by the class of work done 
in schools. One of them is connected 
with the tuttan-Smead institution, and 
the other has taken charge of the mechanical de- 
partment in the Porter instutute in Charleston. 

“Quite a number of our young men who had to 
leave the school because of financial difficulties 
have gone out and are doing admirably at good 
wages—two or three dollars a day. 

“We expectto graduate five young men this 
year, and the next year there will bea class of 30. 

‘‘Meanwhile, the needs of the institution are in- 
creasing. We have educated a large nuin- 
ber of these young men now with us 
beyond the facilities we can give them in the way 
of apparatus, charts and books. One very urgent 
demand resting upon us now is a library of refer- 
ence books and an outfit in the department of me- 
chanical engineering.” 
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HEFLIN ON TRIAL. 


The State Concludes Its Evidence and the 
Defense Begins. 

M. R. Heflin is on trial on’ a charge of per- 
jury. 

The case in which he is said to have per- 
jured himself, is that of- the killing of 
Thomas Gresham by George Eddleman,in the 
summer of 1888, 

Heflin was at the time acommon laborer, 
and by the merest chance happened tobe in 
the alley in the rear of the saloon where Gres- 
ham was shot down. 

He swore that Gresham had a knife, or 
something that looked like a knife, and was 
trying to wound Eddleman at the time the 
latter fired the fatal shot. Glen McCord was 
with Hetlin at the time, and both were ac- 
cused of perjuring themselves. 

McCord was sent the penitentiary at the 
last term of the superior court, after being 
convicted of perjury. 

Heflin, after he heard that he was- wanted 
by the officers of Fulton county, came and 
gave himself up to the authorities. 

Saturday morning early the panel. of 
jurors was completed, and the prosecution,rep- 
resented by Solicitor General Hill, presented 
the case in the most straightforward manner 

ossible, introducing a lot of strong testimony. 
The prosecution closed at 4 o’clock. 

The defendant's counsel fought the case on 
every technichality, and seeing’ that 
the public was much prejudice by the num- 
ber of jurors who were excused because of 
prejudice either for or against the prisoner— 
fought the case with redoubled zeal. 

The defense showed that Hetlin repeated 
the same story, sworn toin the trial of Eddle- 
man, before different parties in the city and 
elsewhere, before he was put upon the stand. 

The defense had not concluded their testi- 
mony up to the hour of adjournment, but 
they made some very strong points in behalf 
of their client. 

Heflin has two brilliant young lawyers to 
defend his case, Mr. Frank Arnold and Hon. 
John Clay Smith. 

The jury remained at the Metropolitan 
hotel yesterday, and the case will be resumed 
this morning. — 

A touching incident of the trial is the pres- 
ence of Heflin’s two little daughters, one of 
whom sits onone side and the other on the 
other side. ‘ 

They are motherless, their mother hav- 
ing died several rs ago. But 
although they have been compelled to suffer 
all the hardships that fall to the lot of an 
orphan, they are as rosy and fresh as if there 
was no impending cloud to darken their 
young lives. 

The case will probably go to the jury today.

travel of 117 feet per minute. The 6,000,000-gallon 
pumping engine offered by Worthington to puinp 
that quantity must make a piston speed of 122 
feet per minut’, while the engine offered by the 
Holly jcompany only makes 120 feet. Se much for 
the speed. Now as to thé weight, Thre Holly 
engines will weigh at least 25 per cent more than 
the Worthington engines, capacity being equal. 

‘‘Memphis has adopted the Worthington plan of 
panne This%s the stand-pipe plan and not 
the direct-acting, as you have here.

Which May Affect a Good Many Counties in 
Georgia—A Long Decision in An- 
other Case, Ete., Ete. 


The supreme court on Saturday rendered a 
Beicion which virtually wipes from the 
Vetta Hooks more than fifty acts of the legis- 
tote e affecting about as many counties of the 
state.

The engine of the heavy freight plunged 
into the death-trap, and without a moment’s 
warning the cumbrous cars went crushing into 
each other, and Young Bryant was hurled into 
eternity. 

The engineer was also more or less injured, 
and the train was pretty badly damaged. 

Young Bryant leaves a widowed mother, 
Mrs. Amy Bryant, who lives at No. 518 Mari- 
etta street. The remains were 
sent to this city and arrived yes- 
terday and were taken in charge by Messrs. 
Wiley & Barclay, who carried them to the 
residence of the heart-broker mother, where 
the funeral will oceur today, at 20’clock. The 
body will be carried to Casey’s mill for 
burial. 

Besides his mother, Bryant leaves two 
brothers and two sistersin this city, one in 
Texas and one in Alabama. 

He was a hard-working young railroad man, 
highly esteemed by his employers and fellow 
workers, and in his tragic death his family 
have the sympathies of many friends.

Bleckley, C. J—({A) Ruling on the admis- 
gion. of evidence. 

1. In an action +e a policy of insurance, a 
copy of the policy being annexed to the decla- 
ration, andthe declaration being otherwise 
sufficient under the code, the policy is admis- 
sible in evidence atthe trial without the ap- 
plication on which it was founded, notwith- 
standing the policy refers to the application 
and makes it a part thereof, and notwith- 
standing the application sets forth matters not 
writieon in the policy, but expressly declared 
therein to be warranties. 

2. Where the policy stipulates for prelim- 
{nary proof of loss, and the declaration 
alleges that such proof was furnished, and 
where the whole declaration is denied by plea, 
the p'aintiff is entitled to verify the allegation 
by submitting in evidence the affidavits which 
were furnished to the company as preliminary 
proof. But the affidavits are evidence for 
the sole purpose of showing compliance with 
Alo terms of the policy as preliminary proof, 
and the better opinion is that their sufficiency 
is for the court. They are no evidence against 
the company of any fact in their contents. 

3. Though the policy stipulates that the pre- 
Jiminary proof of death, etc., to be furnished, 
shall be ‘‘direct and affirmative proof,” any 
prooi that ought to be satisfactory will suffice, 
although it may involve inference of the main 
fact from otner facts and therefore be properly 
denominated circumstantial rather than direct 
evidence. 

4. Tie good or bad faith of an insurance 
compaiiy in refusing to pay after demand is to 
be determined by the evidence adduced at the 
trial upon the merits of the controversy, and 
not by ex parte affidavits produced to the com- 
pany as preliminary proof or for the company’s 
information to induce voluntary payment. 
Probable cause for refusing payment will nega- 
tive the imputation of bad faith, and without 
such probable cause refusal will be at the com- 
(1. Ex parte affidavits are not ad- 
miss bie to illustrate the question of good or 
bad fa th.

ired whilst a hunt was in progress, in 
lie, With two others, participated, what 
f his comrades said to the other on the 
scene of the hunt when they met a few min- 
utes ofier the disapperance occurred, and also 
whilst they were on the way to search for their 
missing companion, was admissible in evi- 
dence as part of the res gestic, to explain their 
conduct in abandoning the hunt, engaging 
in the search and conducting itin a particular 
manner, these acts of theirs being relevant 
evidence in asuitupon the policy, and the 
declarations being of a nature 
to account for and_ illustrate the 
acts - with which they were con- 
nected, and being apparently instinctive and 
agate utterances, free from any reason- 
abie suspicion of device or afterthought. 
Though not precisely contemporaneous with 
the main fact of the disappearance, they were 
made whilst the transaction of which that 
main fact constituted a part was incomplete, 
aud whilst the stream of action which began 
with the hunt and terminated with the search 
Was unbroken. 
7. An exclamatory affirmation, such as 
“Sheppard has killed himeelf,’’ though a part 
of the res geste, is not evidence of the matter 


of fact which its affirms, where all the circum- 


stances show thatit was the expression of a 
mere opinion. Its function as evidence should 
be coutined to illustrating such relevant con- 
duct of the speaker as it tends to explain, and 
such relevant conduct of the hearer as it 
prompted orinfluenced, A declaration im- 
porting that the speaker thought he caught a 
glimpse of a man falling from a boat into the 
river, deals with matter of fact, not with mat- 
ter of opinion. It relates to an indistinct per- 
ception of the senses, not toa mere inference 
or conciusion of the mind. 

&. The manner and appearance of a speaker 
whose acts and utterances belong to the res 
gestae, are relevant evidence; and that he 
looked wiid and seemed excited is a matter of 
fact, not of opinion for which reasons ought to 
be specified. The signs of emotion may be 
described by the use of general terms, without 
any enumeration of particulars. 

§. The kes gestae of the disappearance in- 
volved in this case, terminated with the con- 
clusion of the search, and subsequent excite- 
meut, conversations, etc., of the persons con- 
Hectcd with the transaction and upon a differ- 
ent scene, were irrelevant and inadmissible. 

10. Tie action being by a wife upon a policy 
of insurance in her favor upon the life of her 
husband, the insurance being against death by 
acciient within one year from the date of the 
policy, and he having disappeared within the 
year, that his family regarded him as dead, or 
recognized him as being dead, is not com- 
petent evidence in behalf of the plaintiff. 

11. The grief and sickness of the plaintiff 
fonseauent upon hearing of her husband’s 
death, and that by reason of destitution she 
had tosell clothing tosupply wants, are not 
relevant and therefore not admissible evidence 
in her behalf. 

12. That the plaintiff and her husband were 
attached to eachother and lived together on 
affectionate terms up to the times of his disap- 
pearance, isrelevant and admissible as tend- 
ing to throw some light, in connection with 
other evidence, on the nature and cause of his 
long continued absence. 

13. That a sister of plaintiff who resides with 
her never saw any letter or communication in 
@ mysterious manner which would lead her to 
suppose that plaintiff was'in communication 
with her husband, or that she (the sister) has 
nothing to lead her to believe he is still alive, 
is irrelevant and inadmissible. 

14. The opinion of a witness as to the diffi- 
culty of recovering the body of a manif he 
fcll intothe river at a certain place, is ad- 
missible, his reasons for the opinion appear- 
ing from the testimony taken as a whole, and 
the place being identified asthe point ator 
near which the person in question disappeared. 

15. Testimony as to the character of the 
river, ete., ata particular point shown to the 
Witness, is not admissible without some evi- 
dence tending to identify that point with the 
one at which the disappearance occurred. 

16. A man who, as pilot and mate, is well 
acquainted with -the river, is competent to 
give his opinion as to whether one fall- 
ing into it would likely be found after 
death, and amongst the reasons for his 
Opinion the witness may cite an instance ofa 
person who fell overboard many years ago 
and though searched for was never found. 

17. One who has navigated the river by 
steamboat for about five years may express his 
Opinion, in connection with a description of 
the stream and a statement of facts showing 
his acquaintance with the characteristics of 
the river and the adjacent swamps. 

18. Witness acquainted with the plaintiff’s 
husband having testified in behalf of the com- 
pany that they saw him alive in Alabama 
after his disappearance, and others not ac- 
quainted with him, that they too saw a man 
in Alabama of whom an authentic photograph 
of the plaintiff’s husband exhibited at the 
trial appeared to be a likeness, such gvidence 
cannot be rebutted by the testimony of a wit- 
ness on the part of the plaintiff that he knew 

her husband, and saw a man in Georgia whom 
he at iirst thought was him, but changed his 
Opinion upon being informed that the man 
Was or had been a citizen of the town 
at which the witness met with him. This 

stimony is irrelevant and inadmissible. 

* 19. That witnesses said before they testified,

20. The brother of. plaintiff’s husband being 
# Witness in her behalf, i¢ was com tent for 
im to testify to the reason which induced him 
‘0 transfer to plaintiff’s child a policy which 
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he, the witness, held on the life of his brother, 
the child’s father, although to state such rea- 
son involved the father’s sayings as to his 
wishes cr intention in behalf of his chtld. 

21. The fact that the plaintiff failed to 
answer a letter written to her by an agent of 
the insurance company being in evidence, it 
was competent for her to explain why she did 
not answer it, though a part of the explana- 
tion was that her counsel advised her not to 
answer. 

22. Where the policy suedon arises out of 
business transacted within this state, whether 
the contract of insurance be conc!uded here or 
elsewhere, the statute (code, §2850) touching 
the allowance of counsel fees on account of 
bad faith in withholding payment after de- 
mand, applics. But the evidence of what 
amount would be . reasonable, should 
be* confined to a certain fee, 
and inquiry should not extend to 
a conditional fee, there being no evidence of 
any contract for a conditional fee in the par- 
ticular case. Nor can any estimate be made 
to cover future litigation by motion for a new 
trial, writ of error, etc., there being no cer- 
tainty that such future litigation will occur. If 
witnesses estimate fees on a basis which is too 
comprehensive, or on a misconception as to 
what the nature of the case involves, they 
should be requested on cross-examination to 
eliminate the superfiuous elements and correct 
their estimates accordingly. ? 

23. Interrogatories which assume a material 
fact in controversy, such as the death of a per- 
son, or that he feilinto the river, are mani- 
festly objectionable as leading; but it is dis 
cretionary with the trial court to exclude the 
answers ornot. Inthisinstance, the discre- 
tion was not abused, it appearing that though 
some of the answers were colored in form, the 
testimony of the witness read as a whole was 
not vitiated or affected in substance by the 
nature of the interrogatories. 

(3) Kulings rejecting evidence. 

24. It is no excuse to an insurance company 
for delaying payment on a life policy, that a 
report was current and generally believed in 
the neighborhood in which the 
person whose life was insured resided, that 
he was not dead, but had absconded for_the 
purpose of defrauding the company and other 
like companies; noris such report admissible 
to cerroborate witnesses who testified that 
they saw him alive after his disappearance ; 
nor is it admissible to repel an imputation 
cast by plaintiff’s counsel upon the company 
that it had originated the report, although the 
circumstances might show that such an impu- 
tation was unfounded, and although the plain- 
tiff herself, as well as others, communicated 
the report to the first insurance agent who vis- 
ited the neighborhood. 

25. The manner and deportment of a third 
person in giving an account to a witness of 
what he saw or know connected with the dis- 
appearance of the person whose life was in- 
sured, isirrelevant, such third person not being 
a Witness in the case, and his recital of the 
facts tothe witness under examination not 
being a part of the res gestae. 

26. The contents of letters exchanged be- 
tween two witnesses in the case are irrelevant 
and inadmissible, except for the purpose of im- 
peachment; and where that purpose is not in 
view, such contents should neither be read nor 
recited in the hearing of the jury. Where a 
witness under cross-examination had acted, 
not upon reading a letter, but upon hearing it 
read, it was enough to allow him to refer to 
the letter to refresh his memory as to what he 
had heard read, without permitting him to 
road aloud to the jury, and without permitting 
cross-examining counsel to read from the letter 
in the hearing of the jury. 

27. A letter written by an agent of the in- 
surance company to the plaintiff requesting 
her co-operation in further efforts to find her 
husband, and to which she made no reply, is 
not admissible evidence in behalf of the com- 
pany. 

28. It is no cause for a new trial that the 
court sustained an objection to an unintelligible 
question propounded to a witness on cross-ex- 
amination, the whole question being: “I un- 
derstand you to say when Mr. Rutherford ex- 
amined youin your opinion what about the 
writings of those papers—those letters?’’ (Re- 
ferring to the letters signed ‘‘Murray’’ and 
“T. M. Horton.’’) 

(C) Nature of the plaintiff*s evidence. 

20. Though the policy stipulates for ‘‘direct 
and positive proot’”’ of death by external vio- 
lence and accidental means, such death may 
be established by circumstantial evidence, that 
kind of evidence being sufficient by the laws 
of this state to support an action on any policy 
ofinsurance. There was noerror in denying 
a nonsuit, 

(1)) Conduct of the trial, and irregularities 
pending its progress. 

30. Witnessess who have testified as experts 
in handwriting may be cross-examined in any 
appropriate way to test their skill. Writings 
and parts of writing, no matter by whom writ- 
ten, may be exhibited to them for their opin- 
ion as to the identity of the handwriting with 
that in question, and neither the witness nor 
the opposite counsel is entitled to know what 
writings will be used for this purpose, or 
whether they are genuine or not, or by whom 
they were written. 

31. In the re-examination of his own wit- 
ness, counsel has no right to recite his under- 
standing of the evidence given by the witness 
on cross-examination as preliminary to having 
the witness explain his testimony. Questions 
to elicit explanation can be propounded with- 
outso doing, and it is no abuse of discretion 
for the court to arrest such a recital. 

32. An immaterial error is the same as none. 
But according to strict practice, the court was 
correct in ruling as out of order a 
motion to compell the production of 
a document under a_ notice to pro- 
duce, the motion being made whilst the trial 
was in active progress, and when a witness 
was on the stand for examination. 

33. Evidence of character to support the 
credit of a witness is not receivable before im- 
peaching evidence has been adduced. This 
general rule is not to be varied to serve the 
convenience of the supporting witnesses, or 
because their attendance on the court is volun- 
tary and they refuse to wait. 

34. Itisa hurtful error for the court, in 
presence of the jury, to have some of the pri- 
vate papers of one of the parties marked for 
identification at the instance of opposing 
counsel over the protest of counsel having the 
custody and control of the papers, they not 
having been offered in evidence so as to be- 
come ‘“‘assets of the case.’’ Such an inter- 
ference might be construed as implying a 
suspicion in the mind of the court that the 
papers would be unfairly dealt with and that 
marking them was a needful precaution to 
prevent it. 

35. It impairs the right of fair and orderly 
trial to allow counsel for one of the parties to 
disparage evidence offered by his adversary as 
it comes in, by making to the court in the 
hearing of the jury an address upon the in- 
firmities of the evidence, the counsel declaring 
at the same time that he does not object to its 
reception, but desires it to be received. 

36. Complaint to the court pending the trial 
that improper intercourse is carried on by a 
party with some of his witnesses who have 
been sequestered ‘under the rule’ to await 
their examination, should not be made: in the 
presence and hearing of the jury, but if neces- 
sary, the jury should be retired in order to 
afford fit opportunity for making the com- 
plaint and having it investigated.
